nificant,” Kane said. 

Tom Fields, manager of the 
McKinley Bridge, said Venice 
will retire its $9.1 million debt on 
the bridge’s purchase by 1998, 
using revenues from tolls on the 
bridge. Of the $3 million taken in 
annually from the 50-cent tolls, 
Fields said $1.2 million goes to 
pay for bridge debt. 

The projected cost for com- 
plete renovation of the bridge is 
$20 million, but Fields said Ven- 
ice could meet interest payments 
required for that sum only after 
finishing payment on old debt. 

Fields said there is a chance 
renovation could begin sooner if 
Venice were to incur $25 million 
in debt, but that would be contin- 
gent on a drop in interest rates. 

“This is possible’ if the inter- 
est rate level falls, but uncertain 
at this point, Fields said. 

Kane agreed that a combina- 
tion of financial improvements 
needs to occur before bridge 
rehabilitation is feasible. But she 
said. conditions are too uncertain

to speculate now about when 
would be. the proper time to 
issue bonds for repair work. 

Renovations would inciude 
improvements to the bridge’s 
roadbed and guard rails, widen- 
ing of some areas, elimination of 
old railroad tracks, and painting. 

Fields sees the Southwestern 
Illinois Development Authority 
as the most feasible route to 
bridge repairs. 

“By going through them, we 
would receive the interest rate 
the state receives, which is quite 
low,’’~he said. 

“There would also be a back- 
ing of our bonds by the state of 
Tllinois.”" 

Fields said it would. not be 
practical to raise bridge tolls 
above 50 cents because thal 
would discourage commuters 
from using the bridge. 

An alternate scenario is state 
ownership of the bridge, bring- 
ing an infusion of state and fed- 
eral transportation funding, but 
Venice officials favor retaining 
city ownership.

Man’s body found in attic 


GRANITE CITY — The body of a man found 
Tuesday morning in the attic of a house on 
Maple Street has n identified as that of James 
D. Wilson, 31, of the 2500 block of Iowa Street. 

Police were alerted to Wilson's death when his 
brother-in-law reported that Wilson had been 
missing for two days, and he found his pickup 
truck in front of the house at 1725 Maple St 

Intense heat added to decomposition of the 
body. Police said the body was bloated and dis- 
colored, but they could find-no signs of foul play 

E Police were called to the scene by a neighbor 
who noticed an odor while in an upstairs room. 
The body was found in an attic and had appar- 


ently been there for'a couple of days. Investiga- 
tors wore oxygen masks when they went inside. 
The house is owned by Mary Phillips of Ran- 
cho Mirage, Calif., and was occupied by her son, 
Matthew Scanlon. Wilson had known Scanlon for 
some yeirs, Police Capt. Kip Pomeroy said. 
When officers arrived at the house, they Were 
met by Mrs. Phillips, who was in town visiting, 
and by two men she had hired to renovate the 
house. Police said Phillips told them no one else 
was in the house but they were welcome to inves- 
tigate. é 
Wilson’s body was found lying across floor

Official: ‘... these 


dogs are killers’

EDWARDSVILLE — A citi- 
zen’s group is calling for the res- 
ignation of Virgil Holdeman, 
head of the county’s animal con- 
trol department, even though he 
claims to have chgnged a policy 
prohibiting adoptfén of pit bulls, 
chows and some other breeds. 

“He hasn't changed anything,” 
said Dee Reiter,.a spokesman 
for the Madison County Coalition 
for Humane Issues. ‘‘He still 
won't adopt a dog if it’s on his 
list.” 

Reiter, of Edwardsville, said 
the coalition will only be satis- 
fied when Holdeman resigns and’ 
is-replaced by a smiall-animal 
veterinarian who the group 
thinks would be more qualified. 

“] have no intention of resign- 
ing. I was spaying (and neuter- 
ing) animals before most of 
these people were born,”’ Holde- 
man said. 

Holdeman said he -believes he 
is well qualified for the job. He 
notes that he became a veteri- 
narian in 1951 and held jobs in 
northern Illinois after that. 


-—As director of the animal. con- 
trol department, Holdeman said, 
imost.of his duties are adrhinis- 
trative but he has a responsibili- 
ty for the well-being of citizens 
of Madison County. = 
He believes controversy is 
being driven by .the Madison 
County Humane Society's need 
for money. ‘Every time they 


stir-up a controversy, the contri- 
butions go up and they're only 
doing it for the American doi- 
lar,” -Holdeman said. Se 

Reiter said the coalition has 
only two or three members from 
the Mafison County Humane 
Soviety 

The controversy began about 
two months ago, according to 

Holdeman, when a board mem- 
ber of the Madison County 
Humane Society wanted to adopt 
a pit bull and Holdeman blocked 
the adoption. > 

“] believe that these dogs are 
killers,"" said Holdeman. 

He. cited a national survey 
that showed, over a 10-year peri- 
od, 42 percent of 203 Human 
fatalities due to animals were 
«caused by pit bulls. 

“Many of these pit bulls are 
owner friendly, but you, never 
know when something is going to 
trigger them,”’ he said. 

- Holdeman said one particular 
pit bull in the county was 
destroyed after the dog killed 
two goats, four geese and more 
than a dozen chickens in one 
weekend. 

The dog, which had been 
adepted from the shelter, was 
destroyed at the owner’s 
request. 

Holdeman said another dog, 
named Bear, ‘chewed through a 
chain-link fence and’bit a retired 
mailman in Granite City. ‘“‘He 
was friendly to the owner, but

Even if it is only one of the largest, the issue merits the 
attention he focused On it this week in a speaking appearance 
at the federal courthouse in East St. Louis : 

In many of the thrift institution failures that have oecurred, 
theft and fraud were partly responsible. Dixon wants wrong- 
doers prosecuted and punished, with every effort made to 
recover misdirected funds. 

Both of his goals are valid. Law violators ought to pay the 
penalty for their actions. And any of their loot that can be 
located is needed; the cost of bailing out S&Ls to protect 
depositors is going to be immense a heavy price that 
hard-pressed taxpayers can ill afford 

The majority party's intense éffort to blame the President 
and his party may serve to aid Democrats over Republicans 

' in this fail’s House and Senate elections. But there is.more 
than enough blame to go around; several prominent Demo- 
crats, including the second-ranking senator, are among those 
being investigated for delaying federal action against an S&L 
that contributed lavishly to their campaigns. 

Dixon wants a special Justice Department strike force to 
help investigate what happened at each thrift and to follow 
through with the task of seeking indictments and convictions 
Such activity has been preceeding at a snail's pace,to some 
extent because il is so complex that existing staffs have been 
overwhelmed with the workload. Certainly, prompt timing is 
important in such an effort, and some of the crimes already 
date be several years 

With Dixon and others demanding that all ‘tcrooks”’ be 
brought to. justice, it remains to be seen precisely how much 
of the losses of Rundreds of billions of dollars involved 

i mismanagement, bad luck. stupidity or fraud. But no one w ill 

ever know until the facts have been found and disclosed. 
Let's go for it, with all reasonable speed. The inv estigative 
costs could bring big returns and, in any case, if’s the right

DECATUR — Just because 
the temperature rises, your 
energy bills don’t have to follow 
suit. Mlinojs Power will soon 
begin billing customers at the 
higher summer rate set by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission, 
but adhering to some basic ener- 
gy conservation measures could 
help lessen-the impact. 

“There are séveral steps we

Surprisingly, ‘‘Gremlins 2 The 
New Batch" (***) is better than 
the original film. With the excep- 
tion of very smal children who 
might be frighterfed by some of 
the uglier gremlin high jinks, 
this film is a good time for all. 


Using multilayered humor that 
appeals ‘to various age groups 
and adding an “Airplane” type 
free-form comedy style, *“Grem- 
lins 2 The New Batch’’ opens 
with Kingston Falls’ favorite 
sweethearts — Billy Peltzer 
(Zach Galligan) and Kate Berin-

Powerful ‘Common Threads’ 
takes personal look at AIDS. 


A ‘year after starring in 
“Rain Man,"" which won the 
1988 Academy Award for best 
picture, Dustin Hoffman_picked 
another winner._by narrating 
“Common Threads: Stories 
from the Quilt” -<1989, HBO Vid- 
eo, $25, call 800-872-6263), the 
recipient_of_this_year’s Oscar 
for best feature documentary. 

Producers Rob Epstein, Jef- 
frey Friedman and Bill Couturie 
studied the’ AIDS Memor 
Quilt for a year — photograph- 
ing all 10,000 panels — to is- 
cover the lives behind them. 
The five profiles in the film 
were drawn from more than 
3,000 letters, 200 phone calls and 
75 visits with people who have 
AIDs. The producers conducted 
the search for what Epstein 
calls ‘stories that would sustain 
the three-act story line of his- 
torical drama and would con- 
form to the risk groups but bat- 


lineup they found: 
Tom Waddell, a member of the 
1968 Olympic track team in 
Mexico City; Vito Russo, a film 
historian (“The Celluloia Clos- 
et’); the parents of a young 
hemophiliac; a divorced U.S. 
Navy officer; and the widow of 
a reformed drug abuser. 

Their stories unfold with the 
fascination of any daytime soap 
opera but are more powerful 
because they are real. The 
hemophiliac’s mother remem- 
bers agonizing during the early 
80s blood scare, when she 
didn’t know whether to supply 
her son with the blood products 
he needed or not. Fhe widow of 
the drug addict recalls that the 
birth of thejr children inspired 
her husband to get off drugs, 
only to dearn he gave up too 
late to escape the virus. Russo 
reminisces about hearing that, 
he tested negative only to have 
his doctor call ‘later to say there 
had been a mix-up in the lab 
You know the rest, but at least 
Russo, now an AIDS activist, 
still is alive 

The backdrop to these person 
al tragedies is the scandalous 
news reportage and governmen- 
tal inaction that greeted the 
arrival of the disease. 

“We chronicled the first 
decade of AIDS because every- 
thing that follows is a result of 





what happened in the ‘80s.” 
Epstein says. ¢ 

Like a science-fiction moyie. 
the epidemic begins with report- 
ers asking baffled doctors back 
in 1981, “Do we know whether 
it’s*a virus or bacteria or 
what?” The doctors shake their 
heads, saying, “At this point we 
know nothing for certain.” 
Newscaster Roger Mudd com- 
ménts that the iliness ‘tsounds 
less than deadly, more like a 
diet pill’ and a smiling Bryant 
Gumbel segues with “a puzzling 
new disease has appeared in the 
past couple of years” as’ if he 
were discussing a new sports. 
trend. ¥
